FOREWORD 


CLEVELAND HAS WON A PLACE FOR ITS ARTISTS 


MARKED phenomenon of the depression years was the 

restriction of buying by even those who had money with 
which to buy. This buyers’ strike, if it could be called this, had 
the immediate effect of deepening and prolonging the depression, 
for it threw continually more thousands out of employment. It 
was a false and disastrous economy. 

The artists were one of the first groups to suffer, and the 
Government, recognizing this, came to their aid in 1933-34 with 
the Public Works of Art Project. This temporarily tided over 
many individuals and gave a greater public a new appreciation 
and understanding of the artist’s importance in the community. 
This year the Government is continuing its sponsorship of 
artists by certain projects in public buildings throughout the 
country. But, rightly, it has placed the emphasis on ability— 
not on need. This is economically just, for in the struggle for 
existence in the creative world, the truly creative must be given 
the necessary encouragement and patronage. Quality must be 
the first criterion. 

Cleveland has done more for its own artists than any other 
city in America. The Museum has profoundly believed in them, 
and during the past sixteen annual exhibitions it has seen the 
seed planted and a rich harvest reaped. Patronage has done it. 
The essence which is creative does not come to fruition in a 
desert. It needs good soil, it needs fertilization. For the eco- 
nomic truism holds: that creative work avails nothing without 
the ultimate consumer. Without him the land quickly becomes 
fallow. 

The Cleveland artist desperately needs patronage, and he has 
needed it at no time as he does now when the skies are brighten- 
ing. The artist and his family must live if that cultural element 
in our civic life is to be perpetuated. 
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One of the rather appalling results of mechanization has been 
the crushing out of the individual and the handmade. If a just 
balance is to be maintained, those who believe in the preserva- 
tion of personality and individuality must give those elements 
a chance to live and breathe. 

During the past sixteen years 2,681 individual objects have 
been sold from the exhibitions. Each of those objects sold has 
had its immediate economic reaction upon the artist, and the 
remarkable total of $164,247.03 has gone into the pockets of 
the creative Cleveland artists. 

In the past, clubs have made purchases for their club houses; 
the Museum has purchased many things for its permanent and 
lending collections; the City of Cleveland, through the Mary A. 
Warner Fund, has brought together a notable group of pictures 
which is circulated by the Museum; but, above all, it has been 
the private individual who has contributed most to the eco- 
nomic success by his purchases. Many individuals have, year 
after year, made it their civic duty and their pleasure to give 
this most vital and necessary encouragement. 

Cleveland has won a name throughout the country as a city 
which believes in its artists. Those who know Cleveland believe 
that the city will not fail to meet the emergency.

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REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


During a period of seventeen years, the artists of Cleveland 
have submitted their work for an annual exhibition at the 
Museum. Since the first years of the May Show, the number of 
items has increased; the quality has improved. The extra- 
ordinary variety in the entries has served to impress not only 
the juries but the public of the city—ever conscious of the 
occasion—with the surprising ability, the inventiveness in 
creation, which is evident in all classes. 

OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE, usually the largest class, was this 
year rather smaller, the first prize going to Clarence H. Carter 
for “Creepers,” a composition very cool in tonality and con- 
sistently well organized; the picture shows a silo, over which 
grow vines whose tendrils reach out to accentuate the circular 
form, and a barn in grays, whites, and red. The second prize 
was awarded to Jack J. Greitzer for “Dawn,” also in a luscious 
cool-greenish tonality, which has captured something of the 
wistful, nostalgic mood of Sicily; the third, to Walter DuBois 
Richards for a capable night scene, “Water Street, Saturday 
Night.” An honorable mention in this class was adjudged to 
“Afternoon Frolic,” by Lloyd L. Westbrook. In particular, 
attention should be called to a large and fine canvas by Grace 
V. Kelly, entitled “Hills of Donegal,” the cool colors of which 
reflect the atmosphere of northern Ireland; and also to William 
J. Eastman’s “Evening in the Umbrian Hills”; these two pic- 
tures, because of their color, composition, and broad treatment, 
hold prominent places in the exhibition. 

In the class, OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, there were three awards 
and two honorable mentions, the first prize going to E. Bart 
Gerald for “Self Portrait,” a picture severely devoid of detail 
and the more telling because of its simplicity, yet making skill- 
ful use of green-blues and orange within a limited color scheme. 
The second prize was given to John Adams for “Louise”; the 
third to Jessie Butler Sutton for “Katherine,” in which there is 
a successful use of pattern in grays, mochas, and green. The 
honorable mentions were given to Clara McClean for “The Gay 
Nineties” and William Schock for “Portrait of a Young Girl.” 
Of particular interest is Rolf Stoll’s portrait of “Paolo Mario 
Gandola, Sculptor.” 
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In OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION, the first prize was 
awarded to E. Bart Gerald for “The Balcony,” an interesting 
handling of figures against a distant background; Mrs. Gerald 
has used a palette of greens and orange—similar to that used in 
“Self Portrait”—with a charmingly flowing technique which 
here particularly fits the subject. The second award was given 
to Clarence H. Carter for “Eleanora,” a fine canvas which is 
carried out in opalescent pinks and grays and shows a simple 
figure in a circular composition. The third prize fell to Leonard 
X. Stern for “The Grandparents,” and honorable mention was 
given to Dillwyn Thomas for “Christ Taken.” Several pictures 
in this class command special notice, among them two very 
interesting oils by Henry G. Keller: “In the Menagerie” and 
“A Spring Day,” both luminous and rich in color and light 
effects. Henry G. Keller has for many years been the most 
potent influence in Cleveland art. His never-failing mastery of 
design and his uncanny knowledge of animals have never been 
more effectively revealed than in these pictures. Joseph B. 
Egan’s “May 3oth,” with the delicious homeliness in its carica- 
ture, is another picture to be noted. 

The class, OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL CLEVELAND, was un- 
usually small. It contained an outstanding oil, given first award, 
by Clarence H. Carter, “Industry.” Honorable mentions went 
to Emma Lane Payne and to John Hufnagel. 

First prize in OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE, went to Jack J. 
Greitzer for a small, but unusually lovely, flower group, “Still 
Life,” stylized in its presentation. Charlotte Morrow received 
the second prize for “Shell”; Louise B. Maloney, a third for 
“White Lilies,” which is rendered with her usual sensitive 
appreciation of flower forms. Honorable mentions were given 
to Carabelle Monfort for “Still Life with Flowers” and to Doris 
Hall for “Aunt Mary’s Bouquet.” Paul B. Travis’s two un- 
usually fine oils, brilliant in color and execution, deserve men- 
tion: “From a Congo Window” and “Flowers.” These pictures 
show a new simplicity and broadness of style in the artist’s 
handling of his subject material. 

The pictures in MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY 
MEDIUM, present many different points of view. The first, 
second, and third prizes were awarded, respectively, to Kenneth 
Walters’s “Youth”; to Elsa Vick Shaw’s group of two, “The 
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Pigeon” and “Floral Decoration,” successful stylized designs 
finely felt in color; and to Marion Bryson’s “Decoration.” 
There were four merited honorable mentions, bestowed upon 
Arthur D. Brooks, Earl J. Neff, C. C. Perry, Jr., and Manuel 
G. Silberger. A decorative panel by Thelma Frazier, ““Schehera- 
zade,” should be mentioned for its unusual success in all-over 
pattern. 

Prizes in PASTEL were awarded as follows: first, to Katherine 
Schiefer Seeler for a group of three, “Cambridge Sunset,” 
“Spring Rainbow,” and “The Yellow House”; second, to 
Fredric Geisler for a group of two, “General Store” and “Saw- 
mill”; and third, to Jolan Gross Bettelheim for a pertinent 
satire, “Landscape, 1935.” Special commendation should be 
accorded “‘Mimosa and Anemones,” by Louise M. Dunn. 

The waTerR coor class has often drawn from juries the 
comment that nowhere else could a comparable group be so 
assembled; this year it boasts well over two hundred accepted 
items. The quality is even with that of former years and, 
besides the numerous Jury awards, there are splendid examples 
by many other artists; to mention only a few: Henry G. 
Keller’s “April Snow,” Paul B. Travis’s “Women and the 
River” and “Water Holes,” and Frank N. Wilcox’s brilliantly 
rendered “Sunday” and “Sandy Loam and Sunlight,” all of 
these and others being as interesting as the prize awards. Edwin 
Kaufman received the first prize for ““Winter’’; second prize was 
given to Stevan Dohanos for a group of five small works: “Slag 
Dump,” “The Curve,” “Alleyway,” “Between Houses,” and 
““Mining Town, Washday.” Lawrence Blazey received the third 
for ““Tall, Stark, and Lean.” A large group, seven in all, were 
given honorable mentions in this class: Clarence H. Carter, 
Helen Brenan Eppink, Norman R. Eppink, Milo Seymour 
Holdstein, Ambrozi Paliwoda, Eunice E. Schraishuhn, and 
Glenn Moore Shaw. 

In ILLUSTRATION, ANY MEDIUM, humor was the prevalent 
note, and the Jury evidently appreciated this quality in making 
the awards. The first prize went to Saul Bolasni for “Portrait 
of a Lady,” rather more than gentle humor. Stanley T. Clough 
received second prize for a group of two, “Dinner at Eight” and 
“Derail”; and Charles Campbell, third prize for his “Course in 
Philosophy,” a scene of somnolence and disrepair. Honorable 
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mention was given to Milt Groth’s “Circe,” representing an 
encounter on a rainy street corner; to John Terrance Cherry’s 
“Tilustration, No. 1,” showing a convict’s dilemma; and to 
Joseph B. Egan’s two inimitable comments on life, “Girls’ 
Club” and “Ships That Pass in the Night.” 

In FREE-HAND DRAWING, ANY MEDIUM, Dillwyn Thomas re- 
ceived the first prize for “St. Mark”; W. H. Crawford, Jr., 
second prize for “Jack” and “Self Portrait”; and Jessie Butler 
Sutton, third prize for “A Modern Elizabethan.” Honorable 
mentions were given to Elberta M. Wagner for “Nude” and to 
Ruby Canfield Fox for “Snow.” 

This year all three classes of prints show enterprise in style 
and technique. In ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES 
Edwin Kaufman received a first prize for a group of two etch- 
ings called “Tailor” and “Donahue.” The second prize was 
awarded to Laurence B. Field for his group of two, “Mountain 
Roads” and “Leadville, Colorado”; and the third award went 
to Dorothy Rutka Kennon for “Little Sister.”” Three honorable 
mentions were given respectively to Louise Douthitt, Jane 
Kadow, and Irene Kissel. In quite a number of instances non- 
prize-winning prints were as interesting as those receiving 
awards. 

In the class of L1rHoGRAPHY the first award went to Walter 
DuBois Richards for two fine lithographs, “Country Church” 
and “Ohio Thunderstorm.” William S. Gisch received the 
second for a group of three called “Saturday Night at Joe’s,” 
“Madame Marie’s Place,” and “River’s Edge”; and Russell 
Limbach got the third prize for “Reviewing Stand,” a bit of 
ironic comment. Honorable mention was given to Stanley T. 
Clough for “Flophouse Dawn.” 

The final class in prints, that of RELIEF CUTS, WooDCUTS, 
LINOLEUM CUTS, included a number of worthy examples besides 
the prize-winners. The awards went, respectively, to Fredric 
Geisler for ““West Tenth Street”; to Richard Minch for “‘Feb- 
ruary”; and to Lenor Betterley Bruehler for “The Thief.” 
Honorable mentions were awarded to Dorothy Rutka Kennon, 
Lowell M. Lee, and Louise Morris. HENRY S. FRANCIS 


The scuLpTure as a group is excellent, and in this class the 
prizes were awarded, respectively, to Martha Miligan, Jean

Tyler, and Margareta Hoffmann. The real distinction of the 
class, however, comes in the pieces which did not fall within the 
prize group. The fine professional handling and living quality 
in the torso, “Crescendo,” by William M. McVey, make that 
bronze outstanding; and the same vigor can be felt in the finely 
modeled plasters of Elisabeth Seaver, as well as in the highly 
effective pieces by Walter A. Sinz and by Alfred H. Howell. 

The scuLPTURE IN woop shows fine work, and in this class 
Sol A. Bauer won first prize and Nils Edwin Hanson second. 
The second-prize piece, from the point of view of design and 
technical beauty, is a most complete and satisfying art work; 
and Bauer’s “Dryad,” to which no prize was given, as a per- 
formance far outstrips the first award. 

Cleveland’s outstanding position as a poTTERY center has 
never been more strongly affirmed. Simple beauty of form, quiet 
distinction of glaze, and a feeling for subtle nuance in color 
brought the primary award to Henry Newhouse. Perhaps the 
most effective piece in his group is a vase in dull black with a 
lining of deep red. Harriet E. Safford won second. Third was 
given to Whitney Atchley for two quite different pieces, both 
of them distinct achievements. One is a bow] with a linear de- 
sign finely adapted to the circular shape; the second, a bowl in 
which color plays the principal part, the ribbed concentric rings 
of the exterior in a dull gray-brown contrasting with the yellow 
of the interior. There were three honorable mentions, given to 
Mrs. A. R. Dyer, Harriet Roberts Howell, and Alice A. Ayars, 
in each case for groups. Mrs. Dyer’s three pieces have rare 
beauty in color and glaze, the blue and gray bowl being out- 
standing. Mrs. Howell’s pieces in their dissimilarity show the 
_ breadth of her craftsmanship, while Alice A. Ayars’s have the 
nice glazes and color which set her work apart. 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE has in recent years recorded emphatic 
successes. This year is no exception to that rule. Eight pieces 
by Russell Barnett Aitken were given a special award. Their 
deliciously humorous fantasy, their fineness as sculptural com- 
positions, and their beautiful glazes brought this result about 
inevitably. No first prize was given, but Thelma Frazier’s 
“Figurine,” finely composed from all sides, richly deserved its 
second award. Harriet E. Safford’s competent masque, “Apple 
Girl,” took third. Edris Eckhardt’s three figurines, to which an 
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honorable mention was given, repeat the success of the figures 
she made under the PWAP. Herman S. Friedman won an 
honorable mention. 

ENAMEL Crafts again go forward to new achievements, and a 
group of fine new workers has come into this field. The sus- 
tained brilliance of glaze and the taste displayed gave Kenneth 
Francis Bates a special prize for his translucent enamel bowl, 
“Flower in Water.” Designs beautifully adapted to the shapes 
decorated and successful color gave a first prize to Whitney 
Atchley for two pieces; and a second award to a similar group 
by Russell Barnett Aitken. It would be unfair to pass by with- 
out mention the brilliance and technical beauty of the group 
of pieces by H. Edward Winter. 

JEWELRY, METALWORK, AND SILVERWARE are disappointingly 
small sections, and an honorable mention only was given: to 
Carolyn Hadlow Vinson in jewelry. 

The TEXTILES are weaker than in many years; only a few 
pieces were entered and the only award given went to Carol A. 
Hagaman. 

Photography as a class is excellent. Geoffrey Landesman’s 
“Afterglow” was given first award in the class PHOTOGRAPHY, 
LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS. The plate is very successful 
in its sense of brooding dusk. Helen Brenan Eppink’s “Mag- 
nolia Leaves” won second; in this photograph the artist has 
suggested admirably the leaf texture. Third went to Newton D. 
Baker, III, for a highly dramatic composition; and honorable 
mentions were given to Mary E. Raymond’s “Mighty like a 
Rose” and to entries by Harry R. Chase and Harold E. Shef- 
field. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE, the first place was 
won by a bromide print, “Dick,” by Andrew Stofan. It has fine 
texture and a very subtle gradation in tones. The second prize, 
“Billie,” by Edwin A. Vorpe, is singularly appealing. Marie 
Riggins’s two studies received third, and Bruce W. David was
